If Volume of thee Memoirs; pag 29. & feq, 
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‘This Book is divided into Three Parts, In 
the firft, the Author difcourfes of Lent-Food 
in general; and then comes to Particulars, 
and treats of Pulfe, Herbs , Roots, Fruit, 
Fifh, and amphibious Animals. He explains 
at large the Qualities of thofe Aliments, 
without forgetting the Qualities which they 
borrow from the different Ways of prepa- 
ring them. He refolves many confiderable 

ueftions relating to Abftinence; and be. 
caufe fome Perfons ‘would exclude Orters, 
Tortoifes, Gc. out of Lent-Food, he treats 
that Matter thoroughly, and quite otherwife 
than he has done in the Reg:mem of Lent. 
Nay, he gives a plain Rule, whereby any 
one may eafily diftinguith what is Fleth from 
what is not. 

The Aliments treated of in this firft Parr, 
are: Among Pulfe; Beans, Peafe , French 
Beans, and Lentils. Among thofe Grains that 
are uot Pulfe; Millet, Barley, Oats, Rice, 
Wheat, and Rye. Among Roots; Goats. 
bread, Skirret, Turneps, Parfneps, Carrots, 
Red Beets, Gs. Ameng Herbs; Lettices, 
Suceory, Celery, Pasfley, Chervil, Creffes, 

rnel, Purflane, Parfley-pert, Spinage, 
Cabbages, and Sorrel. Among Fruits; Ci- 
truls, A , Pears, Grapes, Figs, Al- 
monds, Filberds, Walnuts, Chefnuts, Prunes, 
and Brigneles. Among Fifhes; in the firf 
lace , Sea-fith: And among Sca-fifh, frft, the 

usbot, Sole, Place, Elounder Burt , 
Roach, Whiting, Shad, Thorn-back , Lam- 

ey , Sturgeon, Cre. and then, Herrings, 

ochovies, Pilcherds, Tunny-fifh, Salmon, 
Cod-frlh, Oc. The fr Water fyb comes next, 
viz, the Carp, Trout , Perch, Pike, Eel, 
Tench, Barbel, Gc The laff Article gH 
bends Amphibious Animals, fuch as Frogs, Vor- 
toifes, Otters, Caftors , and Snails, which 
gives the Author Occafion to fpeak alfo of 
the Jelly of Hart’s Horn, and to enquire 
whether it may be ufed in Lent, or not. 

In the Second Part, Dr, Andry treats of 
thofe Seeforings that are moft ufed in Lent- 
time , fuch as Milk, Butter, Oi), Honey, 
Pepper, Cloves, Nutmeg, Cinnamon, Saf- 
fron, Verjuice, Muftard, Onions, and Gar- 
lick, The Author having explained the Na- 
ture of each of them, confiders by what 
Means Abftinence may be moderated in Cafe 
of Neceflity ; from whence he takes Occa- 
fion to difcourfe of Eggs, and of the diffe- 
sent Qualities Which they contra& accord- 
ing as they are drefled. He fhews what are 
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the Effe&s.of boiled Eggs, s with 
Eggs commonly called 4 /a ff ; shee, 
erjuice, Eggs dreffed after the Portuguefe’ 
Fafhion, Eggs with Bread, potched Eggs 
Omelets, Oc, and then he enters upon feve. 
ral ufeful Difcuffions relating to Abftinence 
The third Part contains fevera] important 
Matters concerning Fafting, and is divided 
into Two Articles. In the firft, Dr. Andry 
exenrines agreat Number of Queftions about 
Fafting in general, with refpe& to Health : 
And in the Second , he explains the Proper. 
ties of the moft common Liquors, fuch as 
Water, Wine, Beer , Cider, Tea, Coffee 
and Chocolate: Which he does the more 
exaCtly, becaufe his only Defiga therein is to 
facilitate the Choice of thofe Liquors to 
thofe, who ufe them for no other End but to 
remove fome Inconveniences , whereby 
ies’ would be difabled from Fafting. 
his Book is the more neceflary, becaufe 
Men have different Taftes, and generally 
judge of the good or il] Qualities of ‘an Ali. 
ment by their Tafte, rather than by any 
Principles. Every Body is apt to think that 
which he loves beft, to be the wholfomeft ; 
from whence proceeds that Variety of Opi. 
nions about the Nature of each Aliment, 
A Phyfician goes upon furer grounds: His 
Notions do not depend upon his Tafte ; and 
being ready, if there is Ocafion for it, to 
condemn what pleafes him moft, be only 
confults Reafon and Experience. Thefe are 
the Two Mafters whom Dr. 4ndry feems to 
follow; and thofe Readers who fhali impar- 
tially confider on what Proofs he grounds 
his Decifions, will eafily acknowledge it. 
He confirms his Obfervarions by thofe of 
the mott Eminent Phyficians, both Ancient 
and Modern; who have tranfmitted to us 
their Difcoveries after a long Praftice and 
profound Meditations. He has applied him- 
felf particularly to Hippocrates ; and thofe 


‘who know how much that Ancient Obfes- 


vator exceeds al] others, will doubrlefs ap- 
prove our Author for giving him the Prete. 
rence. No Phyfician Sid ever explain him- 
felf with lefs Oftentation and more Perfpi- 
cuity than Hippocrates: No Phyfician difco- 
vers fo much Exaétnefs and Judgment. He 
hearkens to Nature, and cnly repeats what 
fhe fays: Every ane immediately perceives 
the Truth of his Affertions; and when he 
deferibes an Aliment, none can deny the 


Qualities, which he aferibes to it, but thofe 


who 
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are blinded by Prejudices,or never ufed 
- Aliment. The Author is therefore to be 
commended for having Recourfe to the Te- 
@imony of fo greata Man. Perhaps fome 
will think Dr. Andry might have omitted 
many Greek Quotzations ; but befides that 
thofe Quotations have been inferted in the 
Margin, and do not perplex the Thread of 
the Difcourfe, Dr. Andry tells us that he 
choughe it neceflary to quote the very Words 
of Hippocrates, in order to fhew his Sinceri- 
ty, and that he does not pretend to be be- 
lieved upon his Word, He has alfo quoted 
upon feveral Occafions the Original Words 
of fome Latin Authors ; and he fays that a 
Writer who is very nice in his Quotations, 
fhould not be blamed for giving undeniable 
Proofs of his Faithfulnefs. But to what Pur- 
pofe fo many Authorities? They are necef- 
fary, replies the Author, to fhew that there 
is a perfect Agreement among Phyficians 
about the fame Subje&t, and by that Means 
to convince thofe for whom a Book is writ- 
ten. If, for Inftance, fays he, I had been 
contented, fpeaking of Beans and Lentils, 
to give my Opinion abont their Qualities, 
without confirming it by the Opinion of the 
beft Practitioners, perhaps the Reader would 
not have been very willing to rely entirely 
upon my Teftimony ; whereas if I thew that 
the moft experienced Phyfcians have aways 
believed that Beans and Lentils thicken the 
Blood, breed Mejancholy Humours, and 
very much impair the Health of thofe who 
have not a ftrong Conftitution, the thing 
will not appear fo uncertain, 

We with we could infert here fome Ex- 
amples ; but becaufe they ought to be infer- 
ted at length, which the narrow Bounds of 
this Journal do not allow of, we fhall be 
contented to obferve, that the Readers will 
find in this Book many Paflages of great Ufe 
for the Prefervation of Healch, and among 
others, a Way of taking Coffee without 
roafting the Berries, which appears no lefs 
ufeful chan new. We dhall furcher add that 
the moft Learned, (as the Faculey of Phy- 
fick at Paris exprefles it) will read this 
Work with great Pleafure; and that others 
will find in i the neceflary Inftru&ions, not 
only to know the moft whoKome Aliments, 
bur alfo to fatisfy weak People upon feveral 
Heads, and co’ remove thofe Scruples, which 
mighe arife from a wrong Morali ‘eens 
ed upon wrong Principles of Phyfic

Sermons, 
and V. Difcourfes. In the Firft Sermon, 
the Author afferts againft the Antinomians 
and Papifts the Neceffity of Works of Righ- 
‘seoufnefs, in order to Salvation, though the 
‘Reward of them is only to be expeted from 
the free Grace and Mercy of God. There 
is a remarkable Paflage in that Sermon,which 
I thall infert here for the Benefit of my Rea- 
ders. Ie will appear from it thar the Romi fh 
Clergy make it their chief Bufinefs to pro- 
mote their own Intereft, and to improve 
the Credulity of their Followers to their 
own Advantage. “ It is evident, fays the 
“* Bifhop, that the Church of Rome in teach- 
*' ing this vile Doctrine, aims only at her 
“* own Intereft and Advantage, and hath no 
“4 We am at all to the Honour of God, 
‘** and the Good of Souls. It is abfolutely 
** neceflary, the faith, for a Sinner to make 
“ an auricular Confefion to, and be abfolved by 
‘* @ Prief, though God hath no where faid 
“* fo: But it is not neceffary for him to be 
“* contrite, or to repent of his Sins out of the 
‘* Love ery though God himfelf in his 
** own Word hath an Hundred times faid it 
“* is, That is neceffary for the Honour and 
** Gain of the Prieft. The Trade of Auri- 
“-cular Confeffion muft by any Means be 
“* kept up, becaufe from thence they reap 
“ no finall Gain; and befides by it they 
‘* govern not only the filly common leople, 
“ but great Men, and Kings and Princes,

“ is evidently defigned and contrived to 
“ ferve the Intereft and Profit of them that

* What can the Doatrine of Mens playing 
‘* an After-game for their Salvation in Pur. 
“‘gatory be defigned for, but to inhaunce 
“ the Price of the Priefts Mafles and Dirges 
“ for the Dead? Why moft a folitary Mafs, 
“ bought for a Piece of Money, peiformed 
** and participated by a Prieft alone, in a 
** private Corner of a Church, be, not only 
“ againft the Senfe of Scripture and che Pri. 
** mitive Church, but alfo againft common 
Senfe and Grammar, called a Communion, 
and be accounted ufeful to him that buys 
it, though he never himfelf receive the 
Sacrament, or but once a Year ; but for 
this Reafon, that there is great Gain, but 
“no Godlinefs at all in this Do&rine? 
* Why in their publick Eucharitts muft the 
Prieft only receive in both Kinds, and the 
‘* People be put off with a Piece of a Sa- 
crament, againft the plaineft Texts of 
Scripture , and the Pra€tice of the Catho. 
“* lick Charch, for at leaft a Thoufand Years 
after Chrift (as fome of the Romanifs 
‘* themfcives have confeffed ) but char this 
tends to the Advancement of the Honour 
and Eftimation of che Prieft, as being 
alone qualified to offer up an entire Sacri- 
“* fice of Chrift’s Body and Blood ? The fa- 
crilegious Practice indeed came in firf 
upon the Pretence of. the Dodrine of 
Tranfubflantiation ; bute Intereft after- 


Y wards confirmed the Praétice. Nay, 


their very monftrous Doétrine of Tran« 
“ fubftantiation, though it feems to be fab 
‘* Ten on by Chance, in a moft ignorant 
* Age, evidently ferves the fame Defiga. 

‘« Again, to what Purpofe is there feigned 
“a Treafury of the Merits of Saints in the 
“ Church of Rome, and that under the fee 
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“ Tock and Key, but to fill his Treafury 
‘ ae Money > And who has net heard of 
“ their Iodulgencies of Pardon to the great- 
«eft Sins and Sinners, porn Dae to Sale , 
# and made a Trade of ? I mig — the 
« Argument farther, if time would permit; 


s¢ but this is fufficient to fhew, by , 
‘“ ~ Gain, not Godlinefs, is the Defign of 
« the Roman Church ; yea, that eheir Gain 
“« istheir Godlinefs, as St Paul faido& fome 
« in his time, 1 Tim. VE.5 And therefore 
« that we are concerned to take heed to 
‘¢ what follows in the fame place, from {uch 
“ withdraw. Indeed Chriftianity, the beft 
“ of Religions, is, as they have taught it, 
« cruly become what one of their Popes is 
“ faid to have called it, only a gainful Fable”. 
~ Thefe are the Words of a Learned Prelate 
of the Church of England, who lived a moft 
Exemplary Life, and died like a Saint ¥. 
What he fays upon this Head is the more 
valuable , becaufe he was well skilled in the 
Writings of the Ancient Fathers, and a 

reat Admirer of Primitive Chriftianity. 
i look upon Arbitrary Power as a dreadful 
Grievance, which Men have brought u 
themfelves by Reafon of their Sins: But 
when Arbitrary Power and Popery go Hand 
in Hand, and fupport one another, how un- 
happy are thofe Nations that labour under 
thoie Two Evils +!

God: "Tis to me a Scandal I cannot get over, 
Whar, Sir, ought Baptifm, that Holy Sa- 
crament of our Regeneration, to be admi- 
niftred to Bells, to Veffels, to dead and in.

‘Holy. Virgin. The Bithop confiders her 
‘low and mean Condition , and the fingulat 
Favour which God was pleafed to beltow 
upon her. In the next place, he thews what 
Refpe& is due to the Virgin upon that. Ac- 

count, and confutes the Do@rine of the 
Roman Catholicks concerning her Invocati- 
on. It willnot be improper to infere here 
the following Paflage. “* We are aftenithed,

“ We fthould tremble every Joint of us, 
to offer any fuch Recommendation as 
this to the Virgin Mary Hearif you can 
without Horror, a Prayer of theirs to her. 
It is this: 

** O my Lady, Poly Mary, I recommend my 
Self unto thy Bleffed Truft, and fingular Cufto- 
dy, and into the Bofom of thy Mercy, thu 
Night and evermore, and in the Hour of my 
Death, as alfo my Soul and my Body; and I 
yield unto thee all my Hope and Confolation, all 
my Difircfs and Mifcry , my Life and the End 
ther cof, that by thy moft Holy Interceffion, and 
by thy Merits, al my Works may be diretted 
and difpofed , according to thine and thy Son's 
‘* Wil. Amen. What fullér Expreffions 
* can we ule to declare our abfolute Affiance, 
“ Truft and Dependance on the Eternal Son 
of God himfelf, than rhey here ufe in chis 
Recommendation to the Virgin? Yea, 
who oblferves not, that the Will of rhe 
Bleffed Virgia is exp'efly joined with the 
Will of her Son, as the Rule of our Aéti- 
ons, and that fo as chat her Will is fet in 
“ the firft place. A plain Snatch of their 
old blafphemous Impiety, in advancing 
the Mother above the Son, and giving her 
a commanding Power over him. Can 
they have the Face to fay , that a)l this is 
no more, than defiring the Blefled Virgin 
* to pray for them, as we defire the Prayers 
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% I have read the following Words over the 
Deor of a Monk's Cell az: Cologne. Gloria 
Patri, & Filio, & Spiritui Sané&o, Beate 
Marie, & San&to Jofepho, quando te aperio, 
exeo, & intro. 
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* of one another on Earth ? 


** Recommendation is co be feen i

V St. Paul's Thorne im the Flesh makes the 
Subje& of the Fifth Sermon. The Author 
believes that ic was fome bodily Difeafe very 
painful and troublefome to the Apoltle. 
Tertulian * fays it was a Pain in his Ear or 
Head. °Zis reported, fays St. Jerome t, that 
he often fuffered a moft grievous Pain in his 
Head, and tkat this was the Meffenger of Satan 
to buffet him. The Bifhop will not deter. 
mine what particular Sicknefs or Iofirmity 
of Body St. Pau/ was troubled with, whe. 
ther a vidlent.Head-ach , which was the An- 
cient Tradition, or che Cholick, as Aquinas 
upon the place cells us ir was the Opinion of 
fome, or the Falling Sickmefs, as others have 
imagined. He only maintains in general, 
that it was fome bodily Difeafe or Infirmity. 
The Readers may fee fome Obfervations up- 
on St. Paui’s Thorn im the Fle{>, in the IId Vo- 
lume of thefe Memoirs, pag.

VI. The next Difeourfe is a Vifitation 
Sermon, wherein the Author fhews that the 
Prielt’s Office is difficult and dangerous, 
The Prieftly Office requires, fays the Bulhop, 
avery large Knowledge, a great Prudence,an Ex- 
emplaryLifc.

How 
many things are neceffary to have a right 
Underftanding of the Sacred Writings!

Tis certain chat rightly to underftand the 
Sacred Scriptures is a Very difficule thing, 
efpecially for us, who live at fo great a 
Diftance from thofe Times wherein they 
and thofe Perfons and 


'Tisno flender Meafure of the Knowledge 
of Antiquity, Hifory, Philology, that is re« 
guifite to qualify a Man for iuch an Un- 
dertaking. They know nothing of the 
Holy Scriptures, that know not this, 
And therefore thofe unlearned and igno- 
ranc Men, chat venture on the Expofition 
of Scripture, being perfect Strangers to 
thefe Parts of Learning, muft of Neceffi- 
ty wreft them to their own and their 
Hearers Deftruétion ”. 

The Author makes Excellent Reflexions 


upon thofe Minifters of the Gofpel, who 
difhonour their Charaéter by their ill Lives, 
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The Prieft ( fays he ) that is not cloathed 
with Righteosfncf:, though otherwife rich- 
ly adorned with all the Ornaments ‘of 
Human and Dwine Literature , and thofe 
gilded over with the Rays of a Seraphick 
Prudence and Sagacity, is yet but a naked, 
beggarly, defpicable Creature, of no Au- 
thority, no Intereft, no Ufe or Service in 
the Church of God. The Unholy Teacher, 
let him preach never fo well, difcourfeth 
to lictle Purpofe : There will be no Life 
in his Do&rine, becaufe his Life is fo de- 
ftitute of the Spirit of Holinefs: He will 
fooner damn his own Soul than fave any 
Man's elfe. His Difceurfes, though arm- 
ed with the moft powerful Oratory, will 
ferve to move no other Affe@tion in his 
Hearers than chat of Indignation againft 
his Hypocrify and Impudence, to hear 
him excellently declaim againft a Vice, of 
which himfelf is notorioufly guilry 
And when a Man’s Authority is thus loft, 
he becomes a thing wholly ufelefs in che 
Church of God. Ufeleis, did I fay ? 
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‘T were well if chat were a]. He is the 
moft pernicious Creature that moves on 
God's Earth: He ferves to the worft Pur- 
ofes, to make Men Acheifts, Infidels, or 
Hereticks. Learned and Knowing Men, 
of ill Lives, have been always.the greateft 
ftumbling-Blocks in the Church of God : 
Their Fall isnot fingle, but attended with 
the Ruin of many others———”. 
The Bithop adds, “ chat the wicked Teacher 
fins with the higheit Aggravation-of his 
Guilt, and the leaft Hope of his Repen- 
tance: He is the gciacell and moft defpe- 
rate Sinner. 
‘* The greatef Sinner ; for either he is a 
Perfoa of more than ordinary Knowledge, 
or he is not: If not, he finned greatly in 
undertaking that Office, to which fo great 
a Knowledge is requifite: If he be, his 
Knowledge doubtlefs increafeth his Guile, 
For he that knows his Mafter's “ill, and doth 
it not, fhall be beaten with many Stripes. 
Befides, he muft needs fin with a very 
ftrange Affurance, by living in that Wic- 
kednefs which he daily reproves and 
preaches againft, and fo becomes aw mxg- 
qeixpiT@, a condemned Man from his own 
Mouth 
“ Bur that which I chiefly urge is this : 
The wicked Teacher is, of all Men living, 
in the moft hopelefs and defperate Condi- 
tion——-W hat Remedy is likely to work 
this Man's Cure and Repentance? Will 
the dreadful Menaces and Threats of 
God's Word afright him ? No: Thefe are 
daily rhundered out of his own Mouth, and 
et to him they are but érute fulmina, 
ill che gracious Promifes of God allure 
him ? No: He daily charms his Hearers 
with chefe, but remains himfelf as the 
deaf Adder. Wiil thofe Excellent Books 
of Learned and Pious Men, that he reads 
in his Seudy, work any Good on him ? 
No: He chat flights God’s Word, will 
little regard the Words of Men. Will 
the publick Prayers make him ferious ? 
No: He daily reads them, and his daily 
Praftice is contrary to his daily Prayers. 
Will a Medicine compounded of the Fleth 
and Blood of the Son af God (I mean 
the Holy Eucharift) do che mifesable 
Man any Good? No: He hath frequently 
kK “ received 
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received thofe dear Pledges of his Savi- 
our’s Love , and yet is ftill as bad as ever, 
and fo hath trodden under Foot th:Blood of the 
eyerlafing Covenant , wherewith he fhould 
‘* have been fanGified.. The Lord look up. 
on this Man; for there is no Hope of 
hier without a Miracle of Divine Mer. 
‘ey. 


VIL Our Author undertzkes to fhew in 
the next Sermon, that there are different De- 
grees of Glory and Happiness in Heaven; and 
confutes the Obje@ions raifed againft thac 
Dottrine. 


VIII. The Title prefixed to the Eighth 
Sermon is this: Everlafing Life hoped for by 
good Min, under the Old Tefament ; and that the 
Confideration of the Vanity of the prefent Life ws 
an eff cttual Means to make us fix our Minds upon 
things eternal. 


IX. In the Ninth Sermon the Bifop 
fiews, Ubat that Worthinefs u, and wherein it 
confifis, which required of thofe that fhall be 
Partakers of the future Heavenly Glory. 


X. Thave already given an Account of the 
Tenth Sermon in the Jaft Memoirs, to which 
J refer the Readers. 


XI. X10, In the Two next Sermons the 
Author proves the Exiffence of Angels, and 
treats of their Nature; and of their Office so- 
wards the Faithful. 


XITIl. The Thirteenth Sermon is a mott 
Excellent Difcourfe, The Author fhews 
that fet Forms of Prayer in the publick 
Worthip of God, were praftifed from the 
very Beginning of Chriftianity, and are not 
only Ancient, but ufeful and Pacey upon 
many Accounts. The following Pafla 
terves to be inferted here for feveral Reafons, 
“ Indeed the Exercife of the publick Worfhip 
“ of God in fet and prefcribed Forms, hath 
* heen the Pra€tice of all fettled Churches 
** of God, not only ever fince Chriftianity, 
bur alfo before our Saviour’s Coming into 
“ the World. All the Learned know, that 
® the Ancient Church of the Jews before 
“ Chrift had fer Forms of Prayer, which 
they ufed in their Temple and Synagogues, as 
alfo the Jews have at this Day. And in- 
deed many of thofe Forms are very good

aay eetet Fault to 
ut that they d 
end as the Prayers of us Chriftians 


“ through Fefus Chrift our Lord, iti 
“ very obfervable, vie our Loed Ges 
“ himfelf, when he recommended to his 
“ Difciples, upon their Defire, a Prayer to 
“be ufed by them, (that which we calj 
a The Lord's Prayer,) he did not form an en- 
“ tirely new Prayer, in Words of his own 
Conception, but took out of the Ancient 
Euchologies, or Prayer-Books of the jew; 
what was good and laudable in them, and 
out of them canpetes that Prayer. The 
very Preface of the Lora’s Prayer, Our Fae 
ther which art in. Heaven, was the ufual 
Preface of the fewifh Prayers. And all the 
following Petitions are to be found, almoft 
in the very fame Words, in their Prayer. 
** Books. 
“* He that doubts of this, if he under. 
** ftands the Learned Languages, may be {a- 
“ cisfied by confulting Drufius and Copebus , 
in their Notes upon the Sixth Chapter of 
St. Matthew, the Ninth and following Ver- 
fes.. And the Refle&ion of the Learned 
Grotius upon this is very remarkable: Se 
“ far was the Lord himfelf of the Chriflion 
“ Church from all Affettation of aunsceffary 
** Novelty. Qur Saviour in this Inftance 
** hath plainly fhewn us, what Refpe& we 
** ought to have for Forms of Prayer anci- 
** ently received and approved by the Church 
of God. And indeed it were no difficult 
thing to fhew, that many of the Offices 
and Forms of Prayer, and other religious 
Inftitutions received in the Church of 
Chrift, are in their firft Original to be re- 
ferred as due to the Piety and Devotion 
of the Church of God before the Coming 
of Chrift in the Fleth: Chriftianity being 
no Innovation, but only the Perfettion of 
the. Old Religion; and it being the fame 
Spirit of Cheift that. governed the Church 
of God, both under the Old and New 
“ Teltament”. 
The Bithop obferves, among other things, 
oe fer Forms m4 ie are ufeful ae ne- 
ceflary to prevent Impertinences and Extra 
grog in the publick Worthip of God: 
“If the Prayers of the Church (fays he) 
© were left to the private Conceptions oF 
“ Extemporary Effufions of every Minifter 
* of the Church, what a lamentable Wor- 
“ Ship, and Service of God, 
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in mahy Congregations > We had fad Ex- 
perience of this in thofe Days, when our 
Liturgy was laid afide > What Impertinen- 
‘* cies, what Tautologies, what bold and fa. 
« miliar Addreffes to the Divine Majefty ? 
«© What faucy Expoftulations with Almighty 
«“ God? Yea, what Blafphemies were heard 
« in the Houfes of God from the Men of 
« thofe Times” ? The Author adds, thac 
the principal Men and chief Leaders were 

uilty of thofe extravagant Expreflions, and 
that he could give fad Inftances of it, were 
sr not that he does mot delight to rake in that 


Dunghil. 
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XIV. In the next Sermon the Bifhop un- 
dertakes to prove thefe Two Propofitions, 
1. That the Dobhrine of the Recompenfe of Re- 
ward, to be beflowed on the Righteous after this 
Life, was underflood and believed by the People 
of God, before the Law was given, 2. That it 
is lawful to ferve God with Refpe& to, or in Hope 
of the future Heavenly Reward. 


XV. The Author fhews in this Sermon, 
that many have a Form or Shew of Godlinef:,

XX. The left Sermon runs upon the 
Shortne{s and Uncertainty of Life, and the Ufe 
of it im Religion, Thofe Sermons are very 
Solid and Judicious, and worthy of tharEx- 
cellent Prelate by whom they were compo- 
fed. I proceed to the Five Difconrfes.

* I do not remember, iw any of the Fa- 
“thers of the Three Firft Centuries have 
attempted to explain diftin@ly the Pro- 
“ ceffion of the Holy Ghoft from the Father 
* and the Son, .or from the Father by the 
#° Son ; there pein LEC or no Difpute 
concerning the Divinity of the Holy 
Ghoft, till Macedonius appeared, and difpu- 
ted the Faith of the Church in chat Ar, 
“ ticle. For before him all the Antitrimte- 
rians of what Sort foever, chofe efpecially 
to oppugn the Divinity of the Son of 
God, taking Occafion from thofe Texts 
of Scripture, which refpe& his Human 
Nature, and that Oeconomy which for 
our Salvation he took upon him. Which 
Pretence, feeing they had not to make Ufe 
of in difputing againft the Godhead of the 
Holy Ghoft, they thought it beft to fay 
nothing of it, con renting themfelves in 
oppofing the Divinity of the Son, and by 
onfequence to overthrow that of the 
Holy Spirit. But in general I have ob. 
* ferved, that thofe Primitive Fathers held 
** the Holy Ghoft to be as it. were Vinculum 
Trinitatu, the Bond of the Holy Trinity, the 
Union.of Father and, Son. .

Work is divided into Seven Differtations. 

The Firft treats of the Critical Art in ge- 
neral. Father Honoré confiders its Nature, 
and Ufefulnefs, and fhews how it has con- 
tributed to the reftoring of the Sacred Texr, 
the A&s of Saints, Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, 
Theology, Human Arts and Sciences, At 
the End of this Differtation, he gives a fhort 
Hiltorical Account of the Critical Art, and 
faysthat the chief Obfervations, to be found 
in this Work, concern Father Siemon, Mr. de 
Tidemont, Dr. Dupin, Father Alexandre, Mr. 
Bai#et, and Father.Ruznart. The Author 
acknowledges the Merit of thofe Cricicks , 
and beftows a juft Encomium upon them. 

The Second Differtation confifts of Two 
Parts.

‘thor’s Reficétions upon thefe Critical Rules, 
‘which relate to the A@s of Ancient Martyrs. 
Ic is divided into Two Parts, the Firft 
whereof concerns Father Ruinart’s Collecti- 
on of Genuine and Sek& Acts of Ancient 
Martyrs; and the Second, the Critical Rules 
Jaid down by Mr. Bailet and Mr. de Tilemont 
to diftinguith the falfe and fpurious A&s of 
‘Ancient Martyrs from the true ones. 

In the Fifth Differtation , Father Honore de 
Sainte Marie difcourfes of Father Simon's Cri- 
tical Rules to make a Tranflacion of the 
Bible more exaét, than any of thofe that have 
been publifhed hitherto. 

The Sixth Differtation runs upon the Ule 
of Critique as to Church Hiftory, and the 
Works of Ecclefiaftical Writers.
